CO-OPERATIVES 
(Chicago Daily News) 

Cne of the early consequences 
flowing from the intelligent and prac- 
tal advice given by the federal farm 
board of the agricultural co-operativ- 
es of the United States is the decis- 
ion at the convention at Baton Rouge 
that a national co-operative council 
with headquarters in. Washington 
sha be brought into existence. 
Eight of the leading agricultural co- 
operatives, representing over a mil- 
lion farmers, have signified their de- 
sire to join this council. 

It is certain that other co-opera- 
tives will follow the example thus set. 
In the end all the sound and respon- 
sibly managed co-operatives of the 
country are likely to become mem- 
bers of the new organization, In 
that case it will find itself in a posi- 
tion to speak with authority on many 
matters of concern to agriculture. 
The day of the weak and inexperien- 
ced yet trustful young co-operativ- 
that plays Little Red Ridinghood to 
the wolf of organized and hostile pri- 
vate marketing interests must be 
brought to a close if the farm aid 
program is to produce broadly sat- 
isfactory results. 

The federal farm board urges not 
alone the organization of additional 
co-operatives but the strengthening 
and improvement of those now in ex- 
istence and the maximum of team- 
work, on a federal basis, by the lot. 
Its recent remarkable proposal that 
the grain producers get together and 
organize a $20,000,000 selling agency 
to dispose of their crop surplus under 
the most favorable conditions in ail 
available markets deservedly has 
made a deep impression on the ‘co- 
operatives, big and little. The farm 
leaders now perteive that notable 
steps at last are to be taken under 
truly ‘constructive and sagecious aus- 
pices towards the solution of the ag- 
ricultural problem. ;

(Los Angeles Times) 

Those who had expected that the 
British Board of Trade report of the 
Vesiris sea tragedy would show 
streaks of whitewash were mistaken. 
Not only were the facts brought to 
light by the inquiry made by Board a 
blow to British pride in its seaman- 
ship, but no attempt» was made to 
soften it or to let those responsible 
for the calamity down easily. 

The inquiry court puts the blame 
for the disaster upon four men---the 
late Capt. Oarey, who perished with 
his. ship, and the Lamport & Holt 
Line agents in New York: Of Capt. 


Carey, the board said briefly that’ 


‘the is not here to justify himself.'’ 

A reading of the cabled digest of 
the report affords proof of the facts 
that the findings were honest and sin- 
cere, 
quirers to have been overloaded and 
that the 8.0.8. signal was six hours 
later than it should have been. The 
registered manager of the Lamport 
& Holt Line, owners of the Vestris, 
is blamed for failing to take measures 
to prevent overloading after he had 
been told the ship had sailed over- 
laden on a previous voyege.
